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REPORT  and  RECOMMENDATIONS 

of  the 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
Ipswich.  Mass..  Monday.  March  1.  1948 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

Your  Finance  Committee  has  held  thirteen  meetings, 
a  total  of  60  hours,  and  in  addition  each  member  has  had 
assigned  to  him  certain  departments  for  a  personal  study. 
The  heads  of  all  departments  and  interested  citizens  have 
been  in  attendance  at  each  meeting.  All  persons  appear- 
ing, whether  in  favor  of  or  opposed  to  any  appropriation, 
have  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  interrogation  in  order 
that  your  committee  be  enabled  to  make  a  proper  report. 

We  have  not  proceeded  on  the  theory  that  it  is  the 
function  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  establish  the  tax 
rate.  We  have  not  proceeded  on  the  theory  that  our  every 
decision  should  be  controlled  by  the  possibility  of  an  in- 
creased tax  rate.  We  have  proceeded  on  the  theory  that 
it  is  our  function  to  listen  to  all  the  evidence,  pro  and 
con,  on  each  proposition  presented,  thereafter  to  decide 
on  the  merits  of  such  proposition  and  base  our  recom- 
mendations to  the  citizens  on  our  findings.  We  believe 
this  to  be  our  proper  function  and  leave  to  the  assembly 
the  final  decision  and  to  the  duly  elected  officials  of  the 
town  to  determine  the  tax  rate. 

We  have  been  confronted  with  a  request  from  nearly 
all  departments  for  increases  in  salaries  and  wages.  After 
hearing  the  evidence  presented  and  giving  consideration 
to  comparable  wages  and  salaries  paid  in  other  commu- 
nities and  private  industry  and  giving  due  weight  to  eco- 
nomic forces,  your  committee  believes  that  an  increase  is 
in  order.  This  issue  was  debated  at  great  length  and 
heatedly  at  times  on  the  question  of  the  amount  of  the 
raise.  We  finally,  after  a  written  ballot,  determined  to 
recommend  a  temporary  raise  of  $200  to  all  permanent 
full  time  employees,  except  members  of  elected  boards. 
This  recommendation  is  not  applicable  to  the  School  De- 
partment as  their  budget  carries  a  request  for  an  increase 
and  will  be  discussed  separately.  We  recommend  that  all 
hourly  labor  in  all  departments  receive  an  increase  of 
15^  an  hour.  We  recommend  that  the  call  firemen  and  the 


Fire  Engineers  receive  an  increase  of  $50  per  year.  It 
being  understood  that  these  increases  are  temporary  for 
the  year  1948.  We  further  recommend  that  a  committee 
of  five  citizens  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  that  said 
committee  make  a  complete  study  of  salaries  and  wages, 
exclusive  of  school  employees,  and  report  their  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  on  or 
before  Dec'  10,  1948.  This  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the 
Finance  Committee  and  heads  of  departments  to  agree 
on  a  salary  and  wage  schedule  of  a  permanent  nature  to 
be  put  in  effect  in  1949.  This  study  should  be  thorough 
and  comprehensive  and  cover  all  employees  except 
schools.  We  have  purposely  eliminated  the  school  em- 
ployees for  the  following  reasons:  A  study  has  been  made 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  presented  your 
committee  with  a  plan  which  we  believe  is  complete  and 
adequate.  It  does  not  give  the  teachers  as  a  whole  the 
raise  recommended  above  and  does  not  take  effect  until 
September,  1948.  It  does,  however,  lay  down  a  policy 
covering  12  years  and  provide  a  step  rate  increase  which 
takes  effect  each  year,  provided  the  teacher  sees  fit  to 
take  certain  courses  to  improve  her  value.  This  plan  is 
based  on  merit  and  individual  initiative.  The  teacher  does 
not  get  the  raise  without  some  expenditure  of  time  and 
effort  on  his  or  her  part  and  at  their  expense.  We  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  plan  presented  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  and  the  appropriation  requested, 
in  consideration  of  the  School  Committee  living  up  to 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  plan.  If  this  is  adopted, 
we  hope  to  see  the  last  of  this  school  salary  problem. 
We  recommend  that  all  citizens  read  the  Report  sub- 
mitted by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

We  believe  that  much  can  be  saved  to  the  taxpayers 
by  some  changes  in  the  administration  of  town  affairs: 
(1)  All  purchases,  except  school  books  which  must  be 
purchased  by  the  School  Department,  be  made  by  one 
designated  official.  On  fuel  alone,  a  savings  of  over  one 
thousand  dollars  has  been  estimated.  (2)  Insurance  on 
buildings  can  be  reduced  by  the  town  establishing  a  self- 
insurance  fund.  (3)  Insurance  on  motor  vehicles  can  be 
reduced  by  a  blanket  policy.  (4)  Repairs  to  typewriters 
and  business  machines  under  a  contract  covering  all  de- 
partments. (5)  Substantial  savings  could  be  made  by  re- 
ceiving bids  on  all  purchases  over  $100.  (6)  By  the  elim- 
ination and  consolidation  of  certain  offices  and  boards, 
even  though  it  might  be  necessary  to  pay  additional 
compensation.  (7)  The  town  now  owns  a  considerable 
quantity  of  mechanical  equipment,  trucks,  tractors,  etc. 
Repair  bills  are  a  large  item.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
it  would  be  an  excellent  idea  to  have  a  municipal  garage. 


This  should  be  given  serious  consideration.  (8)  We  rec- 
ommend, in  certain  instances,  that  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment exercise  a  stricter  control  over  medical  fees  and 
expenses.  (9)  We  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Town 
Clerk  be  a  fixed  salary  with  the  fees  of  the  office  returned 
to  the  town. 

This  report  has  been  signed  by  all  members,  not, 
however,  without  mental  reservation  on  the  part  of  some 
and  without  reluctance  on  the  part  of  others,  but  be- 
lieving that  harmony  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
town.  A  minority  report  or  dissenting  opinion  on  some 
particular  item  can  accomplish  no  better  result  than  a 
healthy,  open  and  honest  discussion  of  differences  on  the 
floor. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  remind  department  heads  that 
the  Statutes  provide  that  budgets  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Finance  Committee  von  or  before  December  10th.  This 
year  they  were  received  late  in  January.  We  recognize 
the  difficulty  that  the  Town  Accountant  had  during  this 
period  with  the  State  Auditors  on  the  books.  We  want 
to  hold  proper  hearings  and  devote  sufficient  time  to  our 
duties  in  order  that  we  may  render  an  intelligent  report 
based  on  facts  and  that  cannot  be  done  if  budgets  are  not 
submitted  on  time. 

Also,  to  the  citizens,  when  you  are  disappointed 
about  the  tax  rate,  remember  the  arbitrary  laws  passed 
by  the  legislature  which  foist  on  the  town  and  citizens 
expenses  under  mandatory  conditions  beyond  our  control. 
We  have  a  lot  of  this  and  it  is  getting  worse  all  the  time. 
Every  session  of  the  legislature  sees  some  new  burden  on 
the  town. 

The  type  of  administration  and  the  cost  of  town 
government  are  the  responsibility  of  you  as  citizens. 
It  is  your  duty  and  responsibility  to  remember  this  fact. 
We,  the  Finance  Commijttee,  have  made  our  recommenda- 
tions. It  is  within  your  province  to  accept,  increase  or 
lower  these  amounts.  You,  and  you  alone,  appropriate 
the  town  expenditures.

Recommendations  on  the  Warrant 


Article  1.     To  fix  the  compensation  of  Town  Officers. 

Recommend  that  the  salaries  of  all  town  officers  and 
employees  be  the  same  as  in  the  year  1947  except  that 
all  full  time  permanent  salaried  officers  or  employees 
exclusive  of  elective  boards  and  the  School  Department, 
whose  request  with  a  new  plan  is  included  in  the  tabu- 
lation sheet,  shall  receive  a  temporary  increase  for  a 
period  of  one  year  in  the  amount  of  $200.  all  hourly  labor 
shall  be  increased  by  15#  per  hour,  call  firemen  and  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  by  $50;  it  being  understood  that 
this  increase  is  temporary  for  this  year  and  during 
which  time  it  is  recommended  that  a  committee  of  five 
to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator  to  make  a  complete 
study  of  all  salaries  and  hourly  wages  of  all  town  em- 
ployees and  report  to  the  Finance  Committee  not  later 
than  December  10.  1948.  for  their  use  in  the  deliberations 
on  the  department  budgets  for  the  year  1949.

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  antici- 
pation of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1948,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  notes  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year 
in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

We  recommend  adoption  of  the  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, same  to  be  paid  from  the  revenues  received  by  the 
Water  Department  during  the  current  year. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $36,000. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  disposition  of  any  surplus  funds  in  the 
Water  Department. 

We  recommend  the  transfer  of  $2,106.47  from  Water 
Department  surplus  to  the  Water  Department  construc- 
tion account. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Water  Department  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  extending  the  water  mains  to  the  present 
system. 

We  recommend  the  sum  of  $10,000.

Article  9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  disposition  of  any  surplus  funds  in  the 
Electric  Light  Department. 

We  recommend  the  transfer  of  $6,737.11  to  the  Asses- 
sors to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
all,  or  any  part  of  the  Overlay  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Re- 
serve Fund. 

We  recommend  the  transfer  of  $2,840.01  from  the 
Overlay  Surplus  to  the  Finance  Committee  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Assessors  to  use  any  part  of  Surplus  Reve- 
nue thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  as  free  cash  in  determin- 
ing the  Tax  Rate.

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,750  to  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Surplus  Revenue  account. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue,  a  sum  of  money 
to  be  used  for  Chapter  90  Maintenance  and  Chapter  90 
Construction  work  in  1948,  that  sum  on  repayment  by 
the  State  and  County  to  be  credited  to  Surplus  Revenue. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $12,250  to  be 
transferred  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  account. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  any  unpaid  bills  incurred  in 
1947  by  any  Town  Department  and  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment therefor. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $579.99  as  follows: 
$150  for  the  Assessors,  $358.14  Memorial  Building,  $71.85 
Moth  Department. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of  North 
Ridge  Road  and  provide  for  the  payment  therefor. 

We  recommend  action  be  postponed  until  such  time 
as  there  is  sufficient  information  as  to  the  type  and  ulti- 
mate cost  of  this  construction.  The  legality  of  the  ac- 
ceptance of  this  road  is  in  doubt,  as  it  did  not  meet  the 
town  by-law  specifications  at  the  time  such  action  was 
taken. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abolish 
the  office  or  position  of  the  Trustees  to  manage  the  land 
of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  at  Great  Neck. 

We  recommend  adoption  of  this  article. 


Article  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  the  management  and  control  of  the  land  of 
the  Town  of  Ipswich  at  Great  Neck. 

No  recommendation. 

Article  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
relative  to  the  management  and  control  of  the  land  of 
the  Town  of  Ipswich  known  as  the  Lighthouse  Property. 

We  recommend  this  property  remain  as  the  property 
of  the  town  under  control  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  to 
Rena  Arvanites  a  certain  parcel  of  land  owned  by  the 
Town  on  the  Easterly  side  of  County  Road  and  abutting 
the  home  of  Rena  Arvanites  and  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  fix  the  terms  of  the  sale  and  to  make 
the  conveyance. 

We  recommend  adoption  of  this  article  with  the  re- 
striction that  the  property  cannot  be  used  for  commercial 
purposes.

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
on  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Veterans  Per- 
manent Housing  Committee.

Article  23.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
relative  to  the  Housing  Problem  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich 
and  provide  for  the  payment  therefor.

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend 
the  water  supply  system  on  Old  England  Road  and  pro- 
vide the  payment  therefor.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
any  of  the  Town  Boards  to  appoint  any  member  or  mem- 
bers of  their  respective  boards  to  any  other  town  office 
or  position,  and  fix  the  compensation  or  salary  for  any 
such  member  or  members  who  may  be  appointed  under 
such  authority. 

We  recommend  adoption  of  this  article. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  Safford 
Street  and  provide  for  the  payment  therefor. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2500  to  be  trans- 
ferred from  Surplus  Revenue. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  6  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Town  By-laws  entitled 
"Town  Meeting"  by  striking  out  the  words  "one  hundred" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "ten  per  cent  of 
the  registered"  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  "The  presence 
of  ten  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters  at  a  town  ^meet- 
ing shall  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum."

Article  39.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  respect  to  accepting  the  Town  Manager  Form  of  Gov- 
ernment.

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint 
a  committee  of  three  persons  to  study  the  entire  insur- 
ance question  as  it  affects  town  buildings,  the  contents 
thereof,  equipment  and  costs  and  report  at  the  adjourned 
meeting  with  recommendations.  The  members  thereof  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  provided  that  no  mem- 
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ber  of  such  committee  shall  be  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly engaged  in  the  insurance  business. 

We  recommend  adoption  of  this  article. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  file  a  bill  with  the  Legislature 
to  pension  Frank  O'Malley,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment.

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing the  supply  of  clams  in  the  public  areas  of  the 
Town,  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  funds  furnished 
by  the  Commonwealth  through  the  Division  of  Marine 
Fisheries  or  by  any  Federal  Agency,  the  same  to  be  in 
addition  to  any  funds  in  the  budget  of  the  Clam  Com- 
missioner, and  to  be  expended  by  the  Clam  Commissioner 
in  collaboration  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  any  bal- 
ance of  the  appropriation  remaining  unexpended  at  the 
close  of  1948  to  be  carried  forward  and  made  available 
for  expenditure  in  1949,  or  to  act  anything  thereon.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Ipswich  for 
the  period  from  November  15,  1945,  to  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  January  17,  1947,  the  following  report  be- 
ing submitted  thereon: 
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An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  re- 
corded financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  shown  on  the 
books  of  the  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  or 
committing  bills  for  collection. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  with  the 
records  of  departmental  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while 
the  recorded  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury 
warrants  and  with  the  record  of  payments  by  the  treasurer. 

The  appropriations,  loan  orders,  and  transfers,  as  listed 
from  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meeting  votes,  were 
checked  to  the  appropriation  accounts  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  ledger  accounts,  a  trial 
balance  was  drawn  off  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
January  17,  1947. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  of  payments  to 
the  treasurer  by  the  several  departments  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  the  town  received  money,  while  the 
recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  war- 
rants and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout  for  the  period  of 
the  audit  and  the  cash  balance  on  January  17,  1947  was 
verified  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state- 
ments furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are 
deposited,  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  and  by 
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examination  of  the  savings  bank  book  and  securities  which 
represent  a  part  of  the  treasurer's  cash. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can- 
celled securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  unpaid  bond 
and  coupons  were  reconciled  with  a  statement  furnished 
by  the  bank  in  which  such  funds  are  deposited. 

The  transactions  of  the  several  trust  and  investment 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer,  the  treasurer 
of  the  library  trustees,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Manning 
School  Fund  were  verified.  The  securities  and  savings  bank 
books  representing  the  investment  of  these  funds  were 
personally  examined  and  listed. 

The  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  listed  from  the 
records  of  the  treasurer  and  all  transactions  pertaining 
thereto  were  verified,  including  a  comparison  with  the 
records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recommitment  and  commit- 
ments of  taxes  and  assessments,  as  well  as  of  departmental, 
municipal  light  and  water  accounts,  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  accountant's  books.  The  recorded  collec- 
tions were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and 
with  the  accountant's  records,  the  abatements  were  com- 
pared with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the 
accounts  in  the  accountant's  office. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 

correct. 
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Attention  is  called  to  the  overdue  cemetery  accounts 
and  it  is  urged  that  prompt  settlement  of  these  accounts 
be  obtained. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  and  permits  issued 
by  the  selectmen,  the  health  department,  and  the  town 
clerk  were  examined  and  checked  and  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  departmental  offi- 
cials for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
of  the  police,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  as 
well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
checked. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  pos- 
session, departmental,  municipal  light,  and  water  accounts, 
as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of 
the  several  trust  and  investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit,  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  the  several  officials,  for  which  I  wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

During-  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  at 
all  times  made  an  effort  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Town 
in  a  manner  that  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town 
at  large.  We  have  made  an  effort  to  keep  in  close  contact 
with  all  departments  coming  directly  under  our  control  and 
are  quite  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  these  depart- 
ments have  been  operated.  We  have  also  made  an  effort 
to  cooperate  with  the  heads  of  such  departments  that  do 
not  come  directly  under  our  control  in  the  interest  of  public 
service.  The  Chairman  or  some  member  of  the  Board  has 
represented  the  Town  at  all  hearings  and  meetings  pertain- 
ing to  public  interest.  At  various  times  individual  members 
of  the  board  have  held  conferences  with  Federal,  State  and 
County  officials  and  representatives  to  discuss  matters  in 
which  they  all  might  have  a  common  interest.  All  depart- 
ments coming  directly  under  our  control  have  submitted 
their  respective  reports  and  will  be  found  in  this  the  Annual 
Town  Report. 

For  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years  we  have  been 
able  to  do  Chapter  90  Construction  work.  We  have  com- 
pleted the  work  covered  under  a  contract  for  1946,  which 
includes  the  reconstruction  of  that  portion  of  Topsfield 
Road  from  Safford  Street  to  the  entrance  of  the  Hayward 
Estate.  We  are  quite  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which 
this  work  was  done  and  can  only  highly  commend  the  Super- 
intendent of  Highways  for  the  fine  piece  of  construction 
work  done  under  his  supervision.  We  started  construction 
under  another  contract  of  1947  calling  for  the  construction 
of  that  portion  of  Topsfield  Road  from  the  entrance  to  the 
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Hayward  Estate  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  Snow  Estate 
on  Topsfield  Road.  We  were  able  to  do  subgrading,  install 
drainage,  relocate  walls,  and  gravel  before  winter  conditions 
made  it  impossible  to  continue  work.  We  expect  to  start 
work  again  on  this  project  just  as  soon  as  weather  conditions 
permit  and  when  completed  will  make  a  decided  improve- 
ment on  this  particular  part  of  Topsfield  Road.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  we  will  receive  additional  State  and  County 
Funds  in  1948  to  continue  work  on  Topsfield  Road  and  expect 
that  by  the  end  of  1949  we  will  see  the  completion  of  Chapter 
90  Construction  on  this  road. 

During  the  past  year  we  received  a  grant  from  the 
Federal  Government  for  a  survey  and  plans  for  improve- 
ments on  South  Main  Street  and  Choate  Bridge,  Topsfield 
Road,  Market  and  Hammatt  Streets,  Depot  Square  and  Mar- 
ket Street.  The  survey  and  plans  have  progressed  to  the 
point  where  they  will  be  ready  to  submit  to  the  Federal 
Government  by  the  first  of  March.  These  plans  will  be  filed 
with  the  proper  Town  Officials  for  future  use  and  reference. 

We  received  delivery  of  the  new  Walters  Snow-Fighter 
this  year  and  this  piece  of  equipment  has  been  a  most  wel- 
come addition  to  our  snow-removal  equipment  in  the  High- 
way Department.  The  wisdom  of  the  Town  Officials  in 
recommending  the  purchase  of  this  piece  of  equipment  has 
most  certainly  been  proven  and  with  the  Town  having  two 
Walters  Snow  Fighters  we  feel  that  they  have  the  best 
snow  removal  equipment  that  could  be  secured. 

Two  years  ago  the  Town  voted  to  accept  North  Ridge 
Road  as  a  public  way.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  requested 
an  appropriation  to  start  work  on  this  highway,  due  to  con- 
ditions beyond  the  control  of  the  Board,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  start  construction.  We  do  feel  that  this  year  an 
additional  appropriation  should  be  made  so  that  this  work 
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can  be  completed.  A  great  many  new  houses  have  been 
erected  on  the  property  bordering'  this  highway  and  the 
final  construction  of  this  highway  might  well  be  an  induce- 
ment for  a  great  deal  of  future  development  and  result  in 
a  decided  increase  valuation  in  real  estate  property.

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Report  of  Town  Counsel 


January  27,  1948 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Gentlemen : 

I  wish  to  submit  the  report  of  your  Town  Counsel  for 
the  year  1947. 

The  only  pending  matter  from  1946  was  the  petition 
before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  abolish  the 
Parker  River  National  Wildlife  Refuge.  This  matter  has 
been  before  Congress  for  the  last  two  years.  A  previous 
report  contained  a  history  of  this  matter. 

The  proponents  of  the  Bill  to  abolish  the  Parker  River 
National  Wildlife  Refuge,  following  the  Presidential  veto 
of  the  Bill,  filed  a  new  Bill  which  was  felt  would  meet  the 
objections  of  the  President  to  abandonment  of  the  Refuge. 
The  former  Bill  had  been  heard  by  the  committee  on  agri- 
culture, but  the  new  Bill  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Marine  Fisheries;  under  the  new  rule  of  consolidating  con- 
gressional committees.  The  present  Bill  met  with  more 
organized  opposition  than  the  former  Bill,  notably  from 
the  Audubon  Society. 

At  the  hearing  on  the  former  Bill  the  proponents  of  the 
Bill  were  Ipswich,  Rowley,  Newbury,  West  Newbury, 
Georgetown  and  Groveland.  After  the  Presidential  veto 
the  Wildlife  Division  indicated  it  would  be  willing  to  abandon 
so  much  of  the  Refuge  as  was  within  the  Towns  of  West 
Newbury,  Georgetown  and  Groveland.    These  Towns,  based 
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upon  this  assurance,  requested  a  Bill  be  filed  to  prohibit 
the  taking  of  any  lands  in  these  towns  for  a  Refuge.  The 
Audubon  Society  filed  a  bill  to  establish  a  Refuge  in  the 
Towns  of  Ipswich,  Rowley  and  Newbury.  The  Towns  of 
Ipswich,  Rowley  and  Newbury  filed  a  Bill  to  abolish  the 
Refuge. 

The  Committee  reported  a  compromise  Bill  which  would 
establish  the  Refugee  in  the  Towns  but  in  a  restricted  area. 
Congressman  Bates  who  has  been  very  active  in  this  matter 
and  particularly  concerned  to  protect  the  clamming  industry 
has  asked  Congress  to  confine  the  Refuge  to  Plum  Island  and 
then  to  be  above  high  water  mark.  Congressman  Bates 
request  is  now  pending  and  should  be  acted  upon  by  Con- 
gress within  a  few  weeks. 

Your  Town  Counsel  has  been  called  upon  by  various 
town  departments  for  advise  and  rulings  as  to  the  conduct 
of  affairs  within  the  juri diction  of  the  various  departments. 
These  problems  generally  pertain  to  administrative  duties. 

There  have  been  two  minor  cases  instituted  against  the 
Town  but  these  have  been  terminated. 

The  case  which  had  the  most  public  interest  during  the 
past  year  is  the  case  of  McRobbie  vs.  Registrars  of  Voters. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  de- 
termined the  legal  problems  were  so  involved  that  he  re- 
ported the  case  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  determina- 
tion without  deciding  any  of  the  legal  questions,  I  feel  I 
should  not  report  on  that  case  at  this  time.  The  case  will 
be  argued  at  the  February  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court. 

May  I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  considerate  manner  in  which  town  officials  conduct  the 
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business  within  their  departments.  In  every  instance  that 
I  have  been  asked  for  an  opinion  the  head  of  the  department 
has  maintained  a  sincere  desire  to  perform  the  functions 
of  his  office  according  to  statute.

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Report  of  Inspector  of  Wires 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1947. 

I  have  made  two  hundred  and  five  requested  inspections. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  these  were  for  new  services 
and  replacing-  of  old  services.  The  other  eighty  inspections 
were  for  additional  wiring.  I  have  made  twenty-two  inspec- 
tions of  public  and  private  buildings.  I  have  inspected  all 
our  schools  and  have  found  the  wiring  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition. 

I  find  most  of  our  apartment  buildings  with  cords  and 
wiring  extensions  that  violate  the  rules  of  personal  safety. 
I  intend  to  rectify  the  violations  of  all  wiring  as  I  come  upon 
same.  I  have  found  cases  of  violations  of  wiring  by  some 
licensed  electricians  that  have  installed  wiring  in  this  town. 
They  have  been  warned  that  the  citizens  of  this  town  shall 
not  have  their  safety  gambled  with  by  their  poor  workman- 
ship. 

At  least  seventy  percent  of  the  buildings  in  this  town 
have  been  wired  at  least  twenty  years  ago.  The  wiring  in 
most  cases  is  inadequate  for  all  the  appliances  used  today. 
I  would  like  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  people  of  Ipswich 
through  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

Please  do  not  install  your  own  wiring.  Call  a  licensed 
electrician  to  do  your  wiring.  For  you  may  put  the  safety 
of  your  family  and  property  out  on  a  limb. 

More  persons  have  died  from  electric  shocks  and  electric 
fires  in  the  past  year  than  any  other  year. 

If  in  doubt  call  your  wire  inspector,  he  will  be  glad  to 
help  you. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  electricians 
and  the  citizens  of  Ipswich  for  their  co-operation  for  the 
year  1947.

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Assessor's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

In  making-  this,  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  there  has  been  included  the  work  sheet  that  is 
used  in  computing  the  tax  rate  and  tables  of  aggregates 
covering  the  work  of  this  department. 

As  the  revenue  we  received  from  the  state  is  based 
on  our  valuation,  with  a  general  increase  all  over  the  state. 
In  order  for  us  to  receive  a  just  proportion  of  this  revenue 
we  were  obliged  to  have  a  revaluation  of  the  Town.  If  we 
had  allowed  previous  values  to  stand  we  stood  to  lose  about 
$10,000.00. 

The  Personal  Property  value  in  1946  was  $476,435.00 
and  Real  Estate  value  in  1946  was  $6,487,010.00,  a  total 
of  $6,983,445.00. 

The  Personal  Property  value  in  1947  was  $601,500.00, 
and  Real  Estate  value  in  1947  was  $7,253,460.00,  a  total  of 
$7,854,960.00  a  gain  over  1946  of  $871,505.00  which  allowed 
us  to  make  a  rate  of  $40.00  per  thousand.  If  we  had  allows  I 
previous  values  to  stand  we  would  have  had  a  rate  of  $45.00. 

Our  estimated  receipts  showed  a  balance  over  the 
amount  estimated,  also  a  substantial  amount  in  overlay 
account,  therefore  an  honest  tax  rate.

For  the  benefit  of  the  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  the 
following  extract  of  the  General  Law  is  hereby  submitted: 

General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Sections 
136A-175  amended  by  Chapter  298  of 
1932    and    Chapter    320    of    1934: 

Section  137.    Licenses  and  Tags.    The  owner  or  keeper 
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of  a  dog  which  is  three  months  old  or  over,  shall  annually, 
on  or  before  March  thirty-first,  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  April 
first  following,  if  the  dog  is  kept  in  Boston,  in  the  office  of 
the  police  commissioner  or  if  kept  in  any  other  town,  in 
the  clerk  thereof.  The  license  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed 
by  the  director  upon  a  blank  to  be  furnishd,  except  in  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  by  the  county  in  which  the  town  is  located, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  expressed  therein,  that 
the  dog  which  is  the  subject  of  the  license  shall  be  controlled 
and  restrained  from  killing,  chasing  or  harassing  livestock 
or  fowls.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause 
it  to  wear  around  its  neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of 
leather  or  other  suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  securely 
attached  a  tag  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  director,  and 
upon  which  shall  appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of 
the  Town  issuing  such  license,  and  the  year  of  issue.  Such 
tags  shall  be  furnished  in  the  same  manner  as  the  license 
blanks,  and  if  any  such  tags  shall  be  lost,  the  owner  or 
keeper  of  such  dog  shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag 
from  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  cost  of  ten  cents,  which  shaH 
be  retained  by  the  Clerk  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
Any  person  may  bring  or  cause  to  be  brought,  from  another 
state  or  county,  any  dog  licensed  under  law  thereof  and  keep 
such  dog  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days  without  licensing  it  hereunder,  and  during  such 
period  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  such  dog. 

Section  188.  Licenses.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog 
may  at  any  time  have  it  licensed  until  April  first  following : 
and  a  person  who  after  April  first  becomes  the  owner  or 
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keeper  of  a  dog  which  becomes  three  months  old  after 
March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  when  it  is  three  months 
old,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed, 
collared  or  harnessed  and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven.

As  the  acting  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Department  I 
am  able  to  report  that  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  arrested  and  charged  with  offense  increased  over 
the  previous  year  and  only  one  conclusion  can  be  drawn — 
that  the  trend  in  crimes  committed  has  been  noticeable 
generally. 

There  however  is  one  bright  aspect  and  that  is,  the 
number  of  juvenile  cases  which  were  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  department.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  me  to 
report  that  only  eight  cases  were  tried  before  the  Court 
and  that  in  two  incidents  they  were  second  offenders. 

The  problem  of  automobiles  and  the  question  of  parking- 
is  still  a  serious  factor  with  the  increased  number  of  auto- 
mobiles. To  say,  that  there  is  not  enough  curb  space  for 
parking  is  true.    There  is  hardly  a  citizen  to-day  who  isn't 
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''traffic  conscious",  but  it  is  hard  to  say  which  is  more 
exasperating  to  him,  the  danger  of  free  movement  on  the 
highways  or  the  game  of  hide  and  seek  for  a  spot  to  safely 
park  his  car.  Much  can  be  done  to  eliminate  curb  parking 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  report  from  our  Town 
Parking  Committee  will  be  forth  coming  and  that  some 
action  will  be  taken  to  have  off  the  street  parking. 

During  the  year  Frank  Machaj  the  Chief  of  Police  of 
the  department  since  1940  resigned  his  position  to  enter 
the  field  of  electronics  and  the  department  wishes  him  suc- 
cess in  his  new  field  of  endeavor. 

I  wish  to  convey  my  deep  appreciation  for  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  that  has  been  afforded  me  and  I  commend  each 
departmental  member  for  the  compatible  manner  in  which 
he  has  carried  out  his  assignment.  I  am  sure  it  reflects 
great  credit  upon  outlaw  enforcement  branch  and  that  the 
departments  harmonious  function  will  continue  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Town. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation 
for  the  co-operation  and  assistance  extended  to  me  by  the 
Justice  and  Clerk  of  the  District  Court  and  to  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Town  Departments  who  has 
assisted  me  during  the  past  year.

The  year  1947  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Ipswich 
Fire  Department  but  fortunately  the  loss  has  been  nominal 
in  comparison  with  losses  listed  throughout  the  country. 

As  a  whole  our  fire  equipment  is  in  good  condition 
with  the  exception  of  Engine  I  to  which  we  again  call  your 
attention.  This  piece  of  kit  has  passed  its  twenty-eighth 
birthday,  and  without  question  should  be  replaced  with  a 
new  750  gallon  pumper  in  order  to  maintain  adequate  pro- 
tection for  the  town.  Fire  alarm  construction  on  outside 
circuits  has  been  according  to  our  planning  and  reasonable 
amount  of  replacement  has  been  made. 
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We  plan  to  continue  this  work  until  all  old  material 
has  been  replaced. 

The  new  circuits  to  Great  Neck  and  Bay  View  has  not 
been  completed  due  to  the  shortage  of  material  but  we  hope 
to  have  it  in  operation  by  March  the  first. 

The  sections  of  the  Town,  Namely  Little  Neck,  Great 
Neck,  and  Bay  View,  are  so  located  as  to  give  cause  for 
anxiety.  This  rapidly  developing  area  with  the  shell  like 
construction  of  cottages  is  certainly  a  fire  hazard  due  to 
the  distance  of  such  area  from  the  Central  Fire  Station. 
We  hope  that  a  formula  for  more  adequate  protection  for 
these  localities  can  be  developed. 

The  interior  of  the  Central  Fire  Station  has  been  given 
a  thorough  house  cleaning  through  the  united  efforts  of 
the  "Permanent  Men".  We  are  proud  of  their  achievements 
and  cooperation  and  hope  that  the  public  will  inspect  the 
results  of  their  efforts.  Unfortunately  our  plans  for  ex- 
terior repairs  and  painting  could  not  be  accomplished  so  we 
are  requesting  that  money  turned  back  this  year  by  the 
department  will  again  be  allotted  at  Town  Meeting,  for  the 
same  purpose. 

We  regret  to  announce  that  one  of  our  oldest  permanent 
men,  Frank  O'Malley  has  been  forced  by  ill  health  to  enter 
the  Middleton  Sanatorium.  We  hope  that  his  recovery  wili 
be  speedy. 

In  closing,  the  Board  of  Engineers  extend  to  all  Town 
Departments  appreciation  for  their  cooperation  and  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  thanks  for  the  courtesies  it  has  always 
extended  to  us.

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Report  of  Moth   Superintendent 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

It  is  again  gratifying  to  inform  you  that  the  Gipsy  and 
Biown  Tail  moth  problem  during  the  year  1947  was  of  small 
importance.  No  serious  defoliation  was  observed  in  the 
many  wooded  areas  of  the  town,  which  is  always  an 
accurate  method  of  determining  the  extent  of  their  numbers 
each  year. 

A  survey  during  the  Fall  months  indicates  that  we  can 
look  for  an  increase  in  next  years  infestation,  however.  In 
some  woodland  tracts,  a  sizeable  increase  in  the  number  of 
egg  clusters  of  the  gypsy  moth  were  discovered  as  compared 
with  last  year's  deposits  at  this  period.  This  can  easily 
mean  that  we  may  look  for  a  gradual  increase  in  numbers 
of  this  insect  and  a  consequent  increase  in  economic  damage 
to  our  woodlands. 

The  Tent  caterpillar  problem  was  likewise  of  little  ini- 
portance  last  Spring.  An  early  roadside  spray  promptly 
disposed  of  many,  while  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
early  in  the  season  accounted  for  the  disposal  of  the  re- 
mainder. 

The  Fall  web  worm  was  prevalent  again  during  August 
and  September.  Many  requests  came  into  the  Department 
to  eliminate  them  by  cutting  off  the  webs  or  by  spraying. 
Practically  nothing  could  be  done  however,  because  of  the 
cut  in  the  1947  budget.  As  a  result,  many  unsightly  nests 
showed  up  on  the  highways  during  the  Fall  months.     It 
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should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  web  worm  can  be  quite 
easily  controlled  by  one  spray  if  the  funds  are  made  available. 

An  early  application  of  one  of  the  D.D.T.  mixtures  was 
applied  to  the  shade  trees  on  the  public  highways  about  the 
middle  of  May  by  the  new  mist  type  sprayer  with  excellent 
results.  This  operation  was  followed  in  late  June  by  the 
usual  application  of  arsenate  of  lead  applied  by  the  Depart- 
ment with  the  regular  town  equipment.  Such  excellent  con- 
trol of  the  elm  leaf  beetle  and  other  leaf  feeding  insects  was 
obtained  in  this  manner,  that  I  strongly  recommend  the 
same  procedure  in  1948.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Tree  Warden : 

With  the  increased  appropriation  of  1947  a  great  deal 
of  activity  took  place  in  the  Department  during  the  year. 
Space  provided  in  this  report  would  be  insufficient  to 
enumerate  the  large  amount  of  work  performed  on  the  shade 
trees  in  any  detail. 

In  early  July  several  men  were  employed  in  the  removal 
of  dead  wood,  with  special  attention  being  given  to  the  elms. 
Approximately  three  hundred  of  this  variety  received  much 
needed  attention.  In  several  bad  storms  during  late  Sum- 
mer and  Fall,  the  small  amount  of  damage  to  shade  trees 
was  very  pronounced  because  of  the  heavy  pruning  of  weak 
and  dying  limbs  which  had  already  been  removed  in  the 
improvement  program.  This  fact  readily  demonstrates  the 
wisdom  of  appropriating  larger  sums  of  money  to  preserve 
and  maintain  one  of  the  greatest  heritages  of  an. old  New 
England  town,  its  shade  trees. 

In  previous  annual  reports  it  has  been  stated  that 
present  day  conditions  are  taking  a  heavy  tool  of  roadside 
trees.  This  fact  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  as  the 
years  pass  on.  Many  weaknesses  of  individual  trees  can 
be  traced  to  poor  environment  caused  by  road  and  sidewalk 
construction,  leaky  gas  mains  and  high  tension  wires.  Old 
age  is  also  an  important  factor  that  cannot  be  overlooked. 
Within  the  center  of  the  town  we  have  many  trees  of  tre- 
mendous size  which  are  actually  living  on  borrowed  time. 
They  are  expensive  to  maintain,  and  naturally  an  unfavor- 
able environment  is  detrimental  to  their  general  health. 
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With  these  problems  in  mind,  one  may  readily  see  that 
it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  the  shade  trees 
and  remove  those  that  must  be  removed  without  appropri- 
ating a  considerable  amount  of  money.  Although  present 
day  costs  are  almost  prohibitive,  we  cannot  overlook  our 
responsibility  in  caring  for  them  and  renewing  as  many  as 
possible  when  removal  is  necessary. 

During  the  year,  two  trees  were  removed  from  the 
highways  by  petition,  while  several  others  were  removed 
wholly  or  in  part  due  to  their  dead  or  dying  condition.  Ten 
trees  were  also  planted  along  the  roadsides.  Most  of  these 
were  sponsored  by  the  Girl  Scout  troops  of  Ipswich,  and  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Organ- 
ization, and  hope  their  interest  and  zeal  will  continue  through 
the  years. 

Dutch  Elm  Disease: 

Although  we  have  not  been  affected  by  this  disease  in 
Ipswich,  it  is  an  ever  present  menace  to  the  safety  of  our 
elms.  Within  a  year's  time  it  has  spread  to  several  towns 
almost  within  a  stones  throw  from  us. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  state  or  federal  funds,  each  town  or 
city  is  expected  to  assume  all  costs  for  removal  of  any 
afflicted  trees.  They  must  be  promptly  taken  down  when 
definitely  known  to  be  so  diseased. 

Our  only  hope  lies  in  appropriating  sufficient  funds  in 
1948  to  continue  the  work  of  tree  repairs  started  last  year 
in  an  effort  to  invigorate  the  elms  to  a  point  where  their 
susceptibility  to  the  disease  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  Annual 
Report. 

The  usual  duties  of  this  Commission  have  been  carried 
on  in  much  the  same  manner  as  in  former  years. 

The  gradual  increase  in  the  labor  supply  has  been  of 
great  assistance  in  the  administration  of  this  department. 
It  may  be  remembered  that  during  the  war  years  it  was 
particularly  difficult  to  obtain  sufficient  help  to  carry  on  the 
work  expected  of  us. 

The  various  plots  of  ground  which  compose  the  public 
parks  received  regular  attention  during  the  mowing  season. 
All  lawn  areas  were  kept  as  neat  as  possible.  After  the  tulip 
display  in  the  Spring,  bedding  plants  were  set  out  for  added 
color  during  the  Summer. 

It  is  mandatory  that  something  be  done  about  the 
flags taffs  this  year.  Both  are  in  a  dangerous  condition  and 
must  be  removed  early  in  the  season.  We  recommend  the 
removal  of  both  and  the  replacement  of  only  one  at  the 
present  time,  since  costs  are  almost  prohibitive.  The  sum 
of  $1000.00  has  been  set  up  in  the  1948  budget  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  condition  existing  at 
the  site  of  the  settees  in  Market  Square.  Thoughtless  per- 
sons make  a  regular  habit  of  disposing  of  newspapers  and 
all  sorts  of  rubbish  at  this  point.    For  some  time  a  rubbish 
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container  has  been  placed  there  for  the  reception  of  such 
debris,  but  usually  there  is  a  daily  accumulation  left  on  the 
seats  for  more  tidy  persons  to  put  up  with.  We  will  greatly 
appreciate  more  co-operation  in  this  matter.  The  container 
was  placed  there  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking-  care  of 
this  problem.

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Report  of  Town  Forest  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

The  Town  Forest  Committee  reports  that  no  reforesta- 
tion activities  took  place  during  the  year  1947.  Inspections 
were  made  however,  of  the  two  areas  planted  during  the 
past  four  years.  The  first  being  that  located  at  the  mu- 
nicipal watershed  on  High  street,  the  latter  located  on  a 
twelve  acre  tract  bounded  by  the  Newburyport  turnpike 
and  the  Old  Right  road. 

The  Committee  are  looking  forward  to  enlarging  the 
planting  on  the  Old  Right  road  in  the  Spring  if  possible. 
As  no  appropriation  for  labor  has  never  been  asked  for,  we 
have  been  dependent  upon  civic  minded  groups  to  assist  us 
in  the  actual  planting  work. 

In  order  to  further  develop  this  tract,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  do  considerable  cutting  of  the  deciduous  growth  now 
standing  there.  We  propose  to  allow  a  few  men  to  cut  out 
such  growth  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  and 
use  the  wood  for  fuel  in  their  own  homes.  In  this  way  we 
will  benefit  by  opening  up  planting  areas,  while  those  who 
perform  the  work  will  obtain  fuel  for  themselves. 

On  the  section  of  this  property  which  was  planted 
several  years  ago  considerable  clearance  must  also  be  done 
in  the  immediate  future  in  order  to  give  the  young  trees  a 
chance  to  develop.  Here  again  an  opportunity  is  afforded  to 
obtain  fuel  by  someone  who  is  willing  to  use  an  axe  and 
abide  by  the  rules  which  will  be  put  into  effect  by  the  Com- 
mission.

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Report  of  Playground  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

There  have  been  more  activities  at  the  Linebrook  Play- 
grounds in  1947  than  in  several  years.  In  addition  to  the 
School  program  there  has  been  a  baseball  game  every  even- 
ing besides  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Soft  Ball  has  also 
been  played  nearly  every  evening.  There  have  been  three 
carnivals. 

While  some  improvements  might  be  made  the  grounds 
have  been  kept  in  very  good  condition.  The  exception 
being  the  tennis  courts.  These  have  not  been  in  usable 
condition  for  two  years.  The  only  thing  that  can  be  done 
to  make  them  playable  is  a  complete  rebuilding.  It  is  some 
30  years  since  they  were  built  and  nothing  constructive  has 
been  done  to  keep  them  in  condition.  The  drainage  has 
been  steadily  growing  worse  until  the  courts  are  continually 
wet  and  soft.  Last  year  the  committee  had  a  man  from  a 
firm  that  specializes  in  tennis  court  construction  and  he 
gave  us  a  figure  of  $4500.  to  reconstruct  the  courts  and  put 
on  a  hot  top  surface  the  same  as  the  courts  in  Hamilton. 
The  Committee  felt  at  the  time  that  the  town  might  appro- 
priate $5000,  payable  in  five  years  at  the  rate  of  $1000  a 
year.  The  courts  could  be  put  in  top  condition  and  made 
available  for  playing.  But  the  town  meeting  thought  other- 
wise and  nothing  was  done.  The  same  thing  could  be  done 
this  year  if  the  town  so  wished. 

The  Committee  has  made  no  recommendation  in  its 
budget — this  on  account  of  the  heavy  expense  the  town  has 
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been  under  this  year,  and  has  kept  the  amount  it  has  asked 
for  down  to  a  minimum.  We  have  tried  to  take  care  of  the 
needs  of  the  children  and  what  was  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  rest. 

One  big  improvement  the  committee  has  made  this 
year  was  repairing  the  building  at  the  Linebrook  grounds. 
The  underpinning  was  bad  and  the  showers  were  in  an 
unusable  condition.  A  cement  block  foundation  has  been 
placed  under  the  whole  building  and  concrete  floor  has  been 
laid  over  the  whole  inside  of  the  building,  the  showers  and 
toilets  fixed  and  electric  lights  rewired.  This  cost  around 
$600.  Some  new  equipment  has  been  bought  for  the  chil- 
dren of  school  age,  and  we  are  in  hopes  to  get  tables  this 
year  for  the  use  of  the  smaller  children.

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Report  of  Clam  Commissioner 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Clam  Commissioner 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947. 

The  Clam  industry  is  at  its  lowest  ebb  since  1932.  We 
had  plenty  of  small  clams  in  many  of  the  flats  in  the  Spring 
of  1947,  but  for  some  unknown  cause  most  of  them  died; 
those  that  did  survive  did  not  grow.  I  planted  some  beds 
this  year  for  experimental  purposes  and  less  than  one-fourth 
of  them  lived. 

I  have  conferred  with  several  biologists  and  they  all 
agree  that  there  is  something  wrong,  but  what  ?  I  took  the 
temperature  of  the  water  at  different  times  and  places,  and 
as  late  as  the  middle  of  September  found  the  water  tem- 
perature far  to  high  for  the  best  interest  of  the  clams.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  have  a  cold  winter  with  plenty 
of  ice  on  the  flats  there  will  be  a  big  improvement.  Many 
of  our  best  sandy  flats  have  a  film  of  slime  and  mud  on  them 
that  only  ice  will  clean  off. 

I  am  again  going  to  stress  the  mussel  problem.  During 
the  last  year  we  gathered  and  took  off  many  hundreds  of 
bushels,  but  taking  them  off  by  hand-labor  is  not  the  answer. 
I  believe  the  answer  is  a  power-drag  similar  to  an  oyster- 
drag.  I  believe  more  could  be  taken  off  with  a  drag  in  one 
day  than  could  be  taken  off  in  two  weeks  by  hand-labor. 
Many  suggestions  have  been  made  about  burning  them  off. 
That  has  been  tried  with  a  flame  thrower  and  was  not  suc- 
cessful because  all  it  did  was  to  burn  the  meat  and  leave 
the  shells.  It  is  the  shells  that  must  come  off  as  they  are 
what  holds  the  muck  and  water  on  the  flats.  Approximately 
eighty  percent  of  our  mussel  beds  are  dead  shells. 
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I  have  attended  several  hearings  this  year  in  regard 
to  clam  legislation  and  after  listening  to  the  arguments 
brought  out  in  these  hearings,  I  firmly  believe  what  the 
industry  needs  most  is  research.  I  believe  if  experimental 
stations  were  erected,  one  on  the  North  Shore  and  one  on 
the  South  Shore,  they  would  go  far  toward  solving  our 
problems. 

There  have  been  some  radical  changes  suggested  for 
the  industry  during  the  last  year,  I  believe  the  Town  should 
investigate  very  carefully  any  changes  that  would  endanger 
..an  industry  so  valuable  to  the  Town. 

Violations  of  the  clam  laws  were  very  few  this  year 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  worm  law  violators  who  were 
quickly  brought  under  control. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Town  Counsel,  the  Police  Department,  and  all  others 
who  co-operated  with  me  during  the  year  just  ended.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

Communicable  Disease.  The  year  1947  ended  without 
any  serious  outbreaks  of  communicable  disease.  Chicken 
pox  was  the  most  predominant  locally  and  it  was  also  state- 
wide. Dog-bites  were  serious  in  the  number  reported  how- 
ever, only  four  cases  required  anti-rabic  treatment.  We 
have,  in  the  past,  called  the  attention  of  the  Town  Officials 
to  the  seriousness  of  unlicensed  dogs  but  to  no  avail.  The 
Board  of  Health  is  concerned  about  the  treatment  and 
quarantine  of  these  cases,  however,  we  feel  that  strict  en- 
forcement of  unlicensed  dogs  will  save  the  Town  money  in 
the  future. 

Two  cases  of  infantile  were  reported  and  of  these  one 
was  serious.  Tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  over  previous 
years,  seven  cases  were  reported  of  which  two  died.  The 
diphtheria  clinic  sponsored  in  conjunction  with  the  school 
department  was  most  successful  there  being  a  total  of  65 
children  inocculated.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  in  our 
school  system  today  there  are  only  26  children  who  have 
not  been  inocculated  against  this  dread  disease.  We  hope 
and  urge  the  parents  of  these  children  to  have  this  treat- 
ment given  for  their  own  safety. 

Rodent  Control.  We  urge  all  home-owners  to  rid  them- 
selves of  this  pest.  Our  agent  is  only  too  willing  to  help 
you,  and  if  your  problem  is  beyond  his  scope  he  will  gladly 
call  in  Mr.  Carl  B.  Henry,  Federal  Agent  who  will  help  you 
out  and  make  recommendations. 

Swimming.  The  Board  voted  to  close  the  lower  Ipswich 
River  to  swimming  from  the  dam  at  the  Sylvania  plant  to 
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the  Town  Wharf  as  it  was  felt  that  because  of  the  waste 
and  sewerage  that  was  being  dumped  into  the  river  it  was 
for  the  safety  of  the  children  that  this  area  be  closed  and 
that  it  be  kept  closed  until  such  time  as  a  sewerage  system 
has  been  installed. 

Sewerage.  The  word  "sewerage"  is  not  a  new  one  in 
our  reports.  We  can  only  report  that  the  condition  have 
reached  the  stage  where  they  are  alarming.  The  board  has 
run  into  problems  where  houses  built  years  ago  with  outside 
privies  are  now  being  reconstructed  and  remodelled  and 
installing  modern  toilets,  it  was  found  that  there  was  no 
room  in  the  yard  or  the  homes  situated  either  on  ledges  or 
some  similar  place  where  it  was  impossible  to  properly  in- 
stall a  cesspool  or  septic  tank.  The  Board  has  issued  over 
fifty  cesspool  and  septic  tank  permits  this  year  and  w7e  have 
instructed  our  Agent  to  inspect  the  sites  for  their  installa- 
tion so  that  in  the  future  our  problems  will  not  be  as  grave 
as  they  now  are. 

The  Board  opines  that  the  sooner  a  sewerage  system  is 
installed,  the  better  off  we  are  going  to  be,  because  during 
the  past  year  two  manufacturing  concerns  interviewed  the 
Board  in  regard  to  locating  here  but  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
town  had  no  proper  way  for  them  to  dispose  of  their  waste 
and  with  no  danger  to  the  public  health,  it  was  impossible 
for  them  to  locate  in  this  town.  The  Board  feels  that  if 
the  town  is  to  grow  as  a  manufacturing  center,  or  even  as 
a  residential  town  it  certainly  needs  a  sewerage  system  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Rubbish  and  garbage.  Since  the  inauguration  of  the 
rubbish  and  garbage  collection  by  the  Board  it  has  proven 
most  successful,  however,  we  have  reached  the  point  where- 
by it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to  take  on  any  new  collec- 
tions outside  of  the  areas  now  being  collected.  It  was  our 
belief  that  when  this  program  first  started  it  would  eliminate 
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existing-  nuisances  that  were  present  at  that  time,  we  are 
happy  to  report  that  it  has  worked  out  that  way.  We  can 
only  say  that  if  any  further  increases  are  demanded  of  the 
Board  it  will  become  necessary  for  the  Board  to  ask  for 
another  truck  and  additional  labor. 

We  call  attention  of  the  people  living1  in  the  South  and 
East  areas  of  the  Town,  that  the  collections  falling"  on  the 
dates  of  April  19,  May  31,  and  September  6,  1948,  will  be 
eliminated  because  of  holidays. 

Restaurant  Survey.  This  survey  was  conducted  by 
our  Agent  and  out  of  19  bacteria  samples  taken  from  glasses 
and  dishes,  the  first  14  samples  taken  only  one  showed  the 
required  count  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service 
requirements.  The  average  reading  per  glass  or  dish  ran 
from  14,000  to  1,000,000  and  some  counts  were  impossible 
to  read.  A  re-check  was  made  on  five  samples  after  instruc- 
tion were  given  on  dishwashing  and  sterilization  of  glasses 
with  the  result  that  the  bacteria  counts  ran  from  minus  6 
to  1400  which  was  the  highest.  The  above  information  will 
explain  why  the  Board  strongly  urges  the  adoption  of  res- 
taurant regulations  which  will  also  apply  to  soda  fountains. 

The  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  has  recommended 
to  the  Board  the  adoption  of  these  regulation  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  have  made  a,  study  of  them.  One  of  the 
regulations  would  require  all  eating  and  drinking"  places  to 
be  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

According  to  the  number  of  complaints  received  relative 
to  the  serving  of  ice  cream  in  some  establishments  it  is  felt 
that  the  Agent  is  justified  in  asking  for  regulation  relating 
to  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  (These  regulations  would  cover 
the  washing  of  ice  cream  dishes,  spoons  and  scoops  an  oper- 
ation now  carelessly  handled  in  many  instances).     These 
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regulations  would  also  acquire  a  permit  from  the  Board 
before  a  person  would  be  able  to  sell  ice  cream. 

The  Board  is  also  studying  the  abolishments  of  the 
so-called  glass  bubblers  used  for  rinsing  purposes. 

The  Milk  Inspector  has  also  recommended  to  the  Board 
the  immediate  adoption  of  a  regulation  whereby  all  milk  in 
the  Town  of  Ipswich  shall  be  pasteurized  or  certified  raw. 
At  the  present  time  of  all  the  milk  sold  in  the  town,  90%  is 
pasteurized. 

We  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  who  have 
made  our  work  during  the  year  a  pleasure  rather  then  a 
burden.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the. Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

Herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  your  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947. 

General  Relief 

During  this  past  year,  industry  has  released  employees 
and  due  to  the  unsettled  conditions  certain  types  of  indi- 
viduals have  been  unable  to  establish  themselves  in  other 
jobs.  Some  of  those  released  are  untrained  persons  who 
cannot  easily  adjust  themselves  in  other  fields.  These  people 
do  not  qualify  for  Old  Age  Assistance  or  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  and  are,  therefore,  thrown  back  on  General  Relief 
for  aid  to  carry  the  family  until  some  other  occupation  is 
found.  What  the  year  of  1948  will  bring  in  industrial  circles, 
we  can  only  guess. 

The  other  type  of  person  in  this  catagory  is  the  indi- 
vidual not  suited  for  any  type  of  employment  and  the  in- 
dividual too  old  or  physically  incapacitated  to  handle  em- 
ployment if  it  was  given  to  him. 

Food  and  clothing  have  gone  to  unreasonable  heights 
and  it  cost  the  department  more  to  maintain  these  persons. 
Again,  where  these  prices  will  stop,  we  can  only  guess. 

The  general  employment  conditions  throughout  the 
country  is  the  only  yardstick  we  can  use  to  measure  our 
costs  for  the  coming  year. 

Many  persons  released  from  employment  have  collected 
their  unemployment  insurance  and  have  no  money  left.    If 
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these  persons  do  not  find  employment  they  may  become 
relief  recipients. 

Old  Age  Assistance 

Your  Old  Age  Assistance  budget  has  increased  this  year 
because  of  the  high  cost  of  commodities  on  the  market. 
Food,  clothing  and  heating  agents  have  gone  up  and  are 
still  going  up.  The  State  submitted  new  budgets  during  the 
year  increasing  the  grants  to  these  elderly  people  so  that 
they  could  have  an  increased  buying  power  in  a  rising 
market. 

Our  rolls  are  holding  very  close  to  the  140  mark  but 
we  are  yet  not  quite  sure  whether  or  not  we  have  reached 
our  peak.  This  is  controlled,  of  course,  by  the  number  of 
citizens  in  need  reaching  the  age  of  65,  the  eligible  age  for 
this  catagory. 

The  State  submits  a  standard  budget  for  the  needs  of 
these  people  and  the  figures  therein  are  our  guide  in  making 
out  an  individual's  budget.  These  people  are  doing  a  superb 
job  of  living  on  the  money  allotted  to  them  in  these  days 
when  the  cost  of  everything  on  the  market  has  skyrocketed.

This  catagory  takes  care  of  the  children  in  the  families 
where,  through  sickness,  death,  or  desertion,  the  bread  win- 
ner is  no  longer  present.  Again  in  determining  the  budget 
for  the  family,  we  use  the  State  Standard  Budget.  Though 
our  case  load  has  not  increased  a  great  deal  as  to  families, 
the  number  of  children  now  cared  for  has  more  than  doubled 
and,  of  necessity,  with  this  increase  in  persons,  our  expen- 
ditures have  increased.

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Report  of  Veterans  Service 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

At  present  there  are  33  cases  on  file ;  8  are  active  cases 
and  the  rest  are  finished  cases  with  a  few  that  may  become 
active  in  the  future. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war  several  hundred  photostat 
copies  of  discharges,  marriage  certificates,  birth  certificates, 
court  records,  and  other  data  pertaining  to  Veterans  Serv- 
ices have  been  made.  This  work  requires  much  training 
and  time  on  the  actual  work  or  developing,  drying,  and  filing. 

In  conjunction  with  Veterans  Benefits  there  are  21 
forms  covering  every  detail  of  work.  It  requires  a  good 
deal  of  time  to  learn  and  understand  these  forms. 

Every  second  Friday  of  each  month  is  usually  given 
over  to  the  Veterans  Administration  Contact  Agent.  During 
this  time  the  Veterans  Agent  aids  in  filling  out  forms, 
answering  questions,  and  presenting  local  cases  to  the  Con- 
tact Agent  on  questions  concerning  Education,  Insurance, 
Compensation,  and  other  similar  questions. 

In  the  course  of  a  month  the  Veterans  Agent  is  called 
upon  to  help  answer  many  questions  from  veterans  and 
their  dependents.  This  information  is  given  when  known 
and  when  necessary,  they  are  often  referred  to  those  who 
can  help  them  further  when  it  does  not  involve  benefits  or 
any  other  unit  under  Veterans  Services.  Many  times  in- 
formation is  sought  after  hours  over  the  telephone  and  the 
information  is  given  as  promptly  as  possible. 
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Each  case  concerning  Benefits  requires  much  research 
and  investigation ;  each  case  has  to  be  investigated  at  least 
every  3  months.  On  each  case  such  information  as  mar- 
riage certificates,  birth  certificates,  assessors  report  on 
property  owned,  court  record,  bank  statements  from  all 
banks  in  the  community  in  which  the  veteran  lives,  wage 
reports  and  letter  of  last  employment,  fuel  and  medical  bills 
under  consideration,  and  any  other  information  relative  to 
the  case  must  be  on  file  before  a  case  can  be  sent  in  for  ap- 
proval. This  information  is  always  checked  by  state  inves- 
tigators periodically.  In  some  cases  emergency  aid  is  given 
until  benefits  are  approved.

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Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Memorial 

Building 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  made  an  effort  to 
see  that  normal  operation  of  the  building  was  maintained, 
that  special  work  was  done,  as  provided  for  in  the  budget, 
and  that  numerous  meetings  were  held  to  receive  and  act 
upon  correspondence. 

The  normal  operation  of  the  building  should  require 
very  limited  work  by  the  trustees,  but  there  have  been 
many  extra  problems  the  past  year. 

At  town  meeting  a  sum  of  money  was  appropriated  for 
repairs.  It  was  not  an  easy  task  to  find  those  interested 
in  the  work  at  the  price  our  budget  would  meet.  We  did 
succeed  however  in  refinishing  the  walls,  woodwork  and 
ceilings  of  the  lower  floor,  including  the  small  room  in  the 
rear  for  the  use  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  cover, 
with  linoleum,  the  floors  of  the  kitchen,  banquet  hall,  corri- 
dor, Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  Legion  rooms. 

We  hope  to  do  needed  work  in  the  upper  hall.  Some 
outside  work  must  be  done  due  to  the  elements  upon  which 
we  have  no  control. 

The  building  is  used  more  than  at  any  time  in  its  history 
by  the  regular  tenants  and  even  though  the  building  has 
limited  capacity,  there  seems  to  be  ample  accommodation 
for  each  of  the  tenants. 
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As  in  all  public  or  private  business,  operating  costs  have 
increased  and  we  found  cost  of  insurance  due  last  year  was 
increased  as  was  the  cost  of  fuel.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Cemeteries 


To  the  Cemetery  Commissioners: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  ending*  Decem- 
ber 31,  1947. 

The  year  1947  proved  the  busiest  for  this  department. 
The  new  Henry  Augustine  Cowles  Cemetery  was  opened  in 
June,  and  up  to  the  present  time,  there  have  been  fifteen 
(15)  interments  in  same.  We  had  a  very  hot  and  dry  sum- 
mer, but  the  new  grass  weathered  it  very  well.  We  will 
again  fertilize  and  roll  this  cemetery  this  year  so  that  the 
grass  may  get  well  rooted.  The  avenues  were  given  one 
coat  of  tar  and  another  should  be  given  this  year. 

Another  item  we  must  consider  is  the  water  situation. 
There  is  not  a  stand  pipe  within  a  reasonable  distance,  and 
the  towns  people  cannot  properly  care  for  the  plants  and 
flowers  on  their  lots. 

The  terraces  in  the  Old  North  Cemetery  are  in  need  of 
attention.  In  1946,  honey  suckle  was  planted  to  hold  the 
soil,  and  to  improve  the  appearance.  We  hope  to  plant 
more  this  year. 

Two  years  ago,  two  sections  of  the  Highland  Cemetery 
were  set  aside  for  Perpetual  Care  lots,  only.  There  were  one 
or  two  rulings  that  the  department  deemed  necessary,  that 
the  appearance  of  these  sections  be  kept  uniform.  Both 
sections  and  rulings  met  with  the  approval  of  the  people. 
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The  Perpetual  Care  Funds  are  nearing  the  $65,000 
mark.  During  1947  the  new  Perpetual  Care  Funds  totalled 
$3505.30.  The  amount  ($65,000)  covers  about  500  lots.  124 
of  these  are  endowed  for  $50.00  and  37  for  $75.00.  At  the 
present  rate  of  interest  (2%)  little  can  be  done  to  these  lots 
other  than  cutting  the  grass.  On  the  request  of  the  depart- 
ment, many  interested  parties  have  added  to  their  funds.  I 
would  strongly  recommend  all  who  wish  work  done  on  their 
lots,  other  than  mowing,  to  place  more  money  in  the  Per- 
petual Care  Fund. 

During  the  year  1947,  87  interments  and  4  removals 
were  made.

FIFTY  FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WATER 

AND  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

We  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
1947  as  follows: 

Forty  three  new  services  were  added  to  the  system  the 
past  year,  and  31  services  were  changed  from  part  time,  or 
top  of  ground  service,  to  buried  services  connected  to  the 
main  pipe  lines.  These  31  services  were  on  Eagle  Hill  and 
Great  Neck  and  as  previously  reported  by  the  department 
there  is  a  definite  demand  for  water  the  entire  year  on  the 
Great  Neck  area.  The  principal  difficulty  is  that  although 
these  installations  will  be  usable  for  the  next  50  years,  they 
are  being  installed  at  the  top  costs  on  account  of  present 
material  prices,  most  of  which  have  increased  50  per  cent 
during  and  since  the  war. 

A  new  6  inch  main  pipe  line  was  installed  into  Eagle  Hil 
last  Fall  and  another  main  pipe  extension  was  started  on  the 
Essex  Road  so  that,  a  new  dairy  and  house  all  ready  con- 
structed near  the  Essex  Town  Line  could  be  supplied  from 
the  system.  The  pipe  for  the  Essex  Road  job  was  ordered 
from  the  manufacturer  in  April,  but  was  not  delivered  until 
December  18  and  a  few  days  after  that  the  job  was  shut 
down  on  account  of  the  winter  storms  and  will  have  to  be 
completed  as  soon  as  possible  this  Spring.  This  6  inch  pipe 
cost  the  department  $1.62  per  foot  and  the  same  type  and 
size  pipe  was  purchased  a  year  ago  for  99c  per  foot. 

The  department  has  been  requested  to  extend  the  water 
system  to  the  Crane  Estate  and  to  the  Parking  Area  in  Ips- 
wich Beach,  and  in  each  case  a  properly  signed  statement

is  on  file  guaranteeing  a  return  to  the  department  each 
year  of  6  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  installation  until  it  is 
paid  for.  The  money  for  this  extension  will  have  to  be  bor- 
rowed by  the  department  as  the  present  funds  in  the  Con- 
struction account  will  be  used  to  complete  the  Essex  Road 
job,  and  for  new  service  construction  during  the  year. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  balance  of  $2,106.47  in  the  operating  acount 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1947  be  transferred  to  the  construc- 
tion fund  account  of  the  Water  Department. 

That  the  department  be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $10,000  to  pay  for  water  extensions  or  new 
construction  in  the  Water  Department.

The  peak  K.W.  load  demand  for  the  past  year  was  on 
December  23  and  reached  1800  K.W.  At  the  time  this 
occurred  neither  of  the  two  large  industries  in  the  Town 
were  operating.  If  the  demand  had  come  two  hours  earlier 
when  they  were  operating  the  Plant  would  have  not  been 
able  to  supply  the  electricity.  On  the  same  basis  if  any  one  of 
the  four  generating  units  were  out  of  operation  the  remain- 
ing three  units  would  be  unable  to  supply  the  demand.  This 
situation  must  be  corrected  at  once,  and  we  are  now  planning 
to  install  additional  generating  capacity  in  part  of  the 
present  building,  thus  eliminating  any  costly  new  building 
construction.  This  project  will  be  financed  by  the  money 
now  in  the  Depreciation  Account,  and  when  installed  should 
care  for  future  growth  until  the  year  1954. 

Increased  costs  of  production  and  maintaining  the 
system  still  plague  us  and  our  only  hope  of  continuing  the 
present  schedule  of  rates  is  by  selling  more  electricitj^ 
Domestic  consumption  of  electricity  is  increasing  steadily 
by  the  connecting  of  power  appliances  such  as  ranges,  water 
heaters,  deep  freezers  and  etc.,  but  money  must  be  spent 
by  the  department  to  buy  materials  to  make  the  new  con- 
nections, enlarge  the  transformers,  meters,  wires  and  etc. 

We  recommend  that  the  surplus  of  $6,737.11  in  the 
operating  account  as  of  December  31,  1947  be  transferred 
to  the  Construction  Account  of  the  Electric  Light  Depart- 
ment for  new  construction  purposes.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

The  following  statement  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
together  with  the  appended  data,  constitutes  the  report  of  the 
School  Committee  of  Ipswich  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1947: 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

Gentlemen : 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Ipswich,  I  have 
the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  some  of  the  activities 
engaged  in  by  the  School  Department  during  the  year  1947. 
The  usual  tabulated  data  is  appended  to  the  report  for  inclu- 
sion in  the  permanent  records. 

Changes  in  Personnel 

Since  the  last  annual  report  was  written,  there  have  been 
the  following  changes  in  teaching  personnel: 

In  the  High  School: 

Kendall  M.  Tilton,  who  for  the  past  year  had  been  teacher 
of  science,  resigned  in  June  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the 
consolidated  elementary  and  high  school  at  Mill  River,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Robert  W.  Moore,  graduate  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  class  of  1943,  was  engaged  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Bertram  H.  Bennett,  who  had  served  as  teacher  of  mechani- 
cal drawing  and  graphic  arts  and  more  latterly  as  faculty 
manager  of  athletics,  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a  position  in 
the  field  of  industrial  arts  in  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of 
Medford,  Massachusetts. 
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Joseph  V.  Riley,  resident  of  Lawrence,  graduate  of  Fitch- 
burg  State  Teachers  College  in  1946,  teacher  of  industrial  arts 
in  Narragansett,  Rhode  Island,  in  1946-1947,  was  engaged  to 
fill  the  vacancy  in  industrial  arts. 

Anne  W.  Drury,  who  had  taught  English  during  the  school 
year  1946-1947,  was  not  re-engaged  for  the  current  school  year. 

The  vacancy  was  not  filled. 

Frederick  P.  Pickard's  resignation,  effective  March  1,  1948, 
has  just  now  been  received.  Mr.  Pickard  has  been  elected 
principal  of  the  Richmond  Junior  High  School  at  Danvers, 
Massachusetts.  He  had  been  a  teacher  in  the  Ipswich  schools 
since  1939.  Since  his  return  from  active  service  in  the  Army 
Air  Forces  in  1946,  he  had  served  as  assistant  to  the  High 
School  Principal  in  charge  of  the  junior  high  school  grades.  He 
was  also  faculty  manager  of  athletics. 

The  void  caused  by  his  departure  has  not  yet  been  filled. 

In  the  Elementary  Schools: 

Barbara  A.  MacKenzie,  who  had  been  for  one  year  teacher 
of  Grade  V  at  the  Burley  School,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  to  be  married. 

The  vacancy  was  not  filled. 

Mary  L.  Bamford,  who  completed  the  school  year,  1946-1947, 
as  teacher  in  Grade  I  at  the  Shatswell  School  following  the 
resignation  of  Alice  L.  Bennett,  was  elected  a  regular  teacher 
to  fill  the  position  beginning  September,  1947. 

Winifred  W.  Atherley,  teacher  of  Grade  VII  at  the  Win- 
throp  School,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
The  vacancy  was  not  filled. 

Blanche  M.  Down,  teacher  of  Grade  II  at  the  Winthrop 
School  since  September,  1945,  resigned  at  the  close  of  school 
in  June  to  accept  employment  in  a  field  other  than  teaching. 
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Josephine  T.  Moyer,  graduate  of  Mansfield  State  Teachers 
College  in  Pennsylvania,  who  had  had  three  years  of  teaching 
experience  in  that  state,  was  engaged  and  assigned  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  Grade  II. 

Violet  H.  Kelley,  teacher  of  Grade  I  at  the  Winthrop  School, 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  the  schools  of  Peabody. 

Bette  G.  Chittick,  who  had  taught  for  two  years  in  the  town 
of  Uniontown  after  graduating  from  California  State  Teachers 
College,  Pennsylvania,  was  engaged  and  assigned  to  Grade  I 
at  the  Winthrop  School. 

Besides  the  Above  Changes  in  Teaching  Personnel: 

Beatrice  E.  Collins,  School  Nurse  during  the  school  year 
1946-1947,  resigned  in  November,  1947. 

Rose  E.  Naves,  resident  of  Gloucester,  graduate  of  Beverly 
Hospital,  and  during  the  past  year  teacher  of  student  nurses 
at  Beverly,  was  engaged  as  School  Nurse.  She  will  assume 
her  new  duties  February  1,  1948. 

Teacher's  Salary  Schedule 

Despite  the  general  adjustments  made  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  salaries  of  teaching  personnel  in  Ipswich,  the  most 
recent  bulletins  coming  to  our  attention  from  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers'  Federation  Research  Department  indicate  that  among 
the  90  towns  of  over  5,000  population  in  Massachusetts,  Ipswich 
ranks  in  the  lower  20th  percentile  in  average  salaries  paid  to 
the  teaching  staff;  in  the  lower  third,  in  median  salaries  paid 
to  elementary  women;  in  the  lower  fifth,  in  median  salaries 
paid  to  high  school  men;  in  the  lower  third,  in  median  salaries 
paid  to  high  school  women;  in  the  lower  fifth,  in  maximum 
salary  obtainable  under  all  classifications  in  the  schedule.

The  present  salary  level  thus  depressed  and  the  potential 
salary  to  which  a  teacher  may  aspire  being  relatively  so  low, 
it  is  difficult  to  secure  and  maintain  a  teaching  staff  with  an 
adequate  level  of  preparation,  and  impossible  to  assure  the  com- 
munity of  a  continuing  in-service  training  within  the  staff. 

That  is  obviously  a  serious  weakness  in  the  school  system, 
for  one  of  the  primary  purposes  of  a  salary  schedule,  at  least 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  community,  is  to  provide  the 
incentive  for  continuing  growth  as  measured  by  other  means 
than  the  fact  of  longevity.  Concerned  though  we  are  with  the 
immediate  necessity  for  providing  minimal  compensation  that 
the  schools  may  remain  open  at  all,  we  should  be  no  less  con- 
cerned with  assessing  the  problem  of  maintaining  more  than 
minimal  standards. 

With  teachers'  salaries  rising  throughout  the  country,  a 
community  which  does  not  face  this  problem  realistically  is 
going  to  find  itself  paying  continually  increasing  salaries  ( though 
always  a  whit  below  the  average)  to  a  staff  continually  de- 
creasing in  competence  and  potentialities  for  professional  growth. 
Our  system  of  tenure  and  the  inertia  of  institutions  makes  this 
result  inevitable.  It  is  hardly  justifiable  to  argue  that  pressures 
for  general  increases  in  salary  are  not  reasonable  in  the  face 
of  the  inflationary  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  index;  but  it  is  no 
less  justifiable  for  the  community  to  define  the  principles  upon 
which  increases  shall  be  based. 

In  that  belief,  the  School  Committee  has  approved  a  com- 
plete rewriting  of  the  salary  schedule  in  consideration  of  the 
following  principles: 

1.  That  some  distinction  should  be  made  as  between 
teachers  of  long  and  successful  teaching  experience  and 
those  who  have  entered  the  system  more  recently,  but 
that  longevity  should  not  be  the  sole  basis  for  determin- 
ing compensation. 
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2.  That  recognition  be  given  to  those  teachers  who  have 
continued  their  in-service  training  in  the  past  as  evi- 
denced, among  other  things,  by  the  fact  that  they  have 
carried  on  organized  study  under  supervision. 

3.  That  positive  stimulus  be  provided  throughout  the  oper- 
ation of  the  salary  schedule  for  continuing  study  and 
professional  refreshment  —  now  and  for  a  considerable 
period  in  the  future. 

4.  That  a  considerable  period  of  time  (probably  not  less 
than  15  years)  should  elapse  for  beginning  teachers 
before  the  attainment  of  maximum  in  any  classification. 

The  results  of  the  study  are  appended  to  this  report  under 
the  title:  "Salary  Schedule  for  Teachers  in  the  Ipswich  Public 
Schools." 

The  whole  effort  is  an  attempt  to  define  principles  by 
which  compensation  of  teachers  may  be  adjusted;  to  define  what 
the  community  may  expect  of  a  teacher  by  way  of  competence; 
to  encourage  and  control  continued  professional  study  of  our 
problems;  and  to  measure  the  effectiveness  of  that  study  by 
professional  standards.  It  is  intended,  finally,  to  forestall  poli- 
tical pressures  to  raise  salaries  by  general  increase  without 
regard  to  competence  or  value  to  the  school  organization. 

What  the  schedule  says  in  effect  is  that  those  teachers  who 
conform  with  the  professional  requirements  therein  defined  shall 
be  considered  for  advancement  steadily  to  a  maximum  com- 
parable with  those  paid  in  other  communities  of  our  general 
category.  Those  who  do  not  conform  will  be  advanced  not 
at  all. 
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Cost  of  Introducing  Salary  Schedule 

If  we  assume  that  every  teacher  in  the  system  will  partici- 
pate in  the  broadest  program  of  study  recognized  under  this 
schedule,  the  maximum  cost  this  year  of  applying  this  schedule 
in  September,  1948,  will  be  $3,000.00  in  excess  of  the  amount 
necessary  to  appropriate  this  year  under  our  present  system  of 
compensation.  Over  a  period  of  five  years  the  application  of 
the  schedule  could  conceivably  increase  the  school  budget  about 
15%  in  excess  of  our  current  school  appropriation.  It  is  my 
belief  that  the  results  accruing  to  the  benefit  of  the  town  would 
be  worth  it. 

The  High  School 

With  an  enrollment  of  389  pupils  in  Grades  VIII  through 
XII  (eight  fewer  than  were  enrolled  in  these  grades  last  year), 
the  High  School  is  operating  with  one  teacher  less  than  last 
year.  Under  the  new  teacher  assignments  the  ratio  of  pupils 
to  teachers  is  25.5  to  1.  In  the  proposed  standards  for  Class 
A  high  schools  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  State  Department  of 
Education  recommends  that  in  high  schools  with  an  enrollment 
under  500,  a  ratio  between  pupils  and  teachers  be  maintained 
at  not  higher  than  25  to  I.  We  feel  that  with  a  goodly  nucleus 
of  experienced  teachers  on  the  staff,  an  adequate  job  can  be 
done  under  the  present  arrangement. 

Grade  VIII 

During  the  past  three  years,  we  have  tried  to  make  the 
eighth  grade  a  real  transitional  year  between  the  elementary 
school  and  the  high  school.  Pupils  come  to  this  grade  in  the 
High  School  from  each  of  the  several  elementary  schools  in 
the  town.  They  are  given  an  opportunity  to  participate  with 
the  High  School  in  their  many  group  activities.     They  have 
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access  to  the  shop,  the  domestic  science  and  science  laboratories, 
and  the  gymnasium.  They  eat  with  the  High  School  in  the 
school  cafeteria.  They  do,  however,  have  their  own  social 
affairs,  their  class  meetings,  their  inter-mural  teams,  their  chorus. 
While  they  are  developing  their  own  esprit-de-corps,  they  are 
acquiring  a  familiarity  with  the  opportunities  which  the  High 
School  has  to  offer,  and  conversely  the  teachers  in  the  High 
School  begin  to  become  familiar  with  these  younger  pupils. 


Though  every  pupil  in  this  grade  is  required  to  be  exposed 
to  a  variety  of  art,  music,  and  handicraft  experiences,  the  main 
emphasis  is  upon  the  securing  of  basic  skills  and  the  disciplines 
of  independent  study,  the  acquisition  of  which  is  essential  to 
further  education. 


Reading  is  obviously  the  most  important  of  these,  be- 
cause success  in  all  higher  education  is  at  present  largely 
dependent  on  one's  ability  to  read  critically,  with  speed 
and  comprehension.  If  we  accept  the  publicized  figures  that 
one-third  of  all  high  school  students  throughout  the  country 
not  only  have  not  learned  to  read,  but  are  inherently  unable 
to  do  so,  then  we  must  use  methods  of  teaching  which  do  not 
require  reading.  However,  until  the  contention  is  incontro- 
vertibly  proven,  we  shall  continue  to  evaluate  and  stress  the 
teaching  of  reading  to  all  pupils. 


High  School  Courses 

To  cater  as  far  as  possible  to  individual  differences  in  our 
pupils,  it  is  necessary  that  the  High  School  offer  a  variety  of 
educational  experiences  that  will  appeal  not  only  to  those  with 
a  high  order  of  verbal  ability  but  also  to  those  whose  talents 
are  not  word  skills. 
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The  following  tabulation  showing  the  courses  offered  and 
the  number  of  pupils  taking  these  courses  gives  an  idea  of 
the  study  experiences  available  to  our  high  school  students.

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Though  the  high  school  is  definitely  terminal  education  for 
more  than  half  its  pupils,  it  is  significant  to  note  that  of  the  78 
members  of  the  graduating  class  of  1947,  thirty-three  are 
presently  in  attendance  at  schools  for  further  learning.  Of 
these,  14  are  attending  four-year  colleges;  5  have  entered  nurse's 
training;  and  14  are  enrolled  in  other  schools:  trade  schools, 
agricultural  schools,  and  secretarial  colleges.  The  four-year 
colleges  in  which  pupils  from  this  class  are  enrolled  include: 
Bates  College,  Boston  University,  Jackson  College,  Northeastern 
University,  Radcliffe  College,  Salem  State  Teachers  College, 
Syracuse  University,  Temple  University,  and  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.  As  far  as  we  are  aware,  no  pupil  of  the  college 
preparatory  group  in  this  class  who  had  made  definite  plans 
to  enter  an  institution  of  higher  learning  was  denied  admission. 

High  School  Parents'  Night 

One  of  the  most  productive  and  incidentally  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  experiences  of  the  school  year  was  the  Parents' 
Night  held  at  the  High  School  on  the  evening  of  January  9. 
Despite  the  roads  being  blocked  as  a  result  of  a  recent  blizzard, 
some  200  parents  of  high  school  boys  and  girls  turned  out  at 
the  High  School  at  the  invitation  of  the  principal  to  meet  in- 
formally with  the  teachers  in  the  classrooms,  to  discuss  their 
children's  problems,  and  to  observe  the  conditions  in  which 
their  children  spend  a  major  portion  of  their  days.  Following 
these  classroom  visits  the  entire  group,  teachers  and  parents, 
met  in  the  auditorium  for  an  open  forum  discussion  of  school 
problems. 

The  group  has  planned  to  meet  again,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  continue  to  meet  at  periodic  intervals  in  the  future. 
It  is  only  as  the  home  learns  of  what  the  school  is  trying  to 
do  and  as  the  school  learns  of  the  hopes  and  prayers  of  the 
parents  that  we  can  —  home  and  school  together  —  even  begin 
to  approach  the  mark  of  perfection. 
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The  Elementary  Schools 

In  the  operation  of  the  elementary  schools  this  year,  it  was 
necessary  to  absorb  into  the  system  three  new  teachers  in  the 
primary  grades:  two  at  the  Winthrop  School,  and  one  at  the 
Shatswell.  In  order  to  stay  within  the  appropriation  provided 
by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was  necessary  also  tb  drop 
two  other  teachers  in  the  middle  grades  and  to  request  the 
principals  in  the  Burley  and  Shatswell  Schools  to  assume  addi- 
tional teaching  duties.  This  was  a  large  order  in  one  year,  and 
whatever  success  may  be  claimed  for  the  procedure  is  attribu- 
table only  to  the  determination,  engendered  by  years  of  loyalty 
to  the  school  organization,  of  those  assigned  additional  duties 
that  the  children  in  their  charge  would  not  be  neglected.  That 
many  of  the  more  intimate  details  of  organization  and  super- 
vision especially  of  new  teachers  had  to  be  treated  more  cur- 
sorily than  formerly  is  self-evident. 

Elementary  School  —  Age  for  Admission 

During  the  hectic  years  of  the  war,  the  minimum  age  for 
admission  into  Grade  I  was  reduced  from  five  years  and  eight 
months  in  September  to  five  years  and  five  months.  This  change 
was  made  with  some  reluctance,  in  the  knowledge  that  the 
average  child  is  not  prepared  until  he  is  mentally  six  years  of 
age  to  make  the  physcal  and  emotional  adjustments  to  the 
problems  involved  in  formal  reading.  To  attempt  to  force  him 
beyond  his  capacities  at  that  stage  might  well  be  to  do  him 
harm.  However,  the  reduced  size  of  the  first  grade  classes  at 
that  time  made  possible  a  wide  latitude  in  the  teacher's  adapta- 
tion to  individual  differences  and  made  possible  also  the  pro- 
longation of  the  reading  readiness  program  for  the  children 
who  needed  it.  This,  together  with  the  pressure  ( which  seemed 
compulsive  at  that  time)  to  free  mothers  for  a  wider  participa- 
tion in  the  war  effort,  made  the  reduction  in  the  entrance  age 
appear  expedient. 
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Today  with  our  first  grade  enrollment  increasing  to  the 
maximum  number  that  can  be  effectively  taught  in  our  three 
first  grade  classes,  and  with  the  problems  of  working  mothers 
no  longer  a  factor,  a  review  of  our  policy  regarding  age  for 
admission  to  school  is  in  order. 


Elementary  Schools  —  The  Curriculum 


In  the  treating  of  some  of  our  problems  we  were  fortunate 
to  receive  this  year  "A  Curriculum  Guide  for  Primary  Grade 
Teachers,"  published  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Edu- 
cation after  three  years  of  rather  intensive  study.  These  are  in 
the  hands  of  all  the  teachers  and  are  being  studied  and  dis- 
cussed with  the  relation  to  the  educational  philosophy  which 
the  "Guide"  elucidates  and  the  techniques  which  it  suggests 
using.  Our  study  indicates  that  it  is  in  fact  a  guide,  flexible 
enough  to  be  used  in  connection  with  materials  developed 
locally  in  the  solution  of  our  specific  problems.  While  it  sug- 
gests no  revolution  in  procedures  in  our  elementary  schools,  it 
develops,  with  a  wealth  of  illustration,  the  basic  principles 
against  which  to  measure  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  entire 
elementary  school  curriculum.  It  emphasizes  the  major  purpose 
of  elementary  education  as  the  insuring  of  opportunities  for  all 
children  to  develop  the  basic  skills,  habits,  and  attitudes  neces- 
sary for  living  in  a  democratic  society.  Through  its  definition 
of  the  curriculum  as  the  sum  of  all  the  school-directed  experi- 
ences of  children,  it  suggests  the  need  for  integration  and  for 
purposeful  planning  of  all  school  activities.  It  reiterates  that 
which  cannot  be  said  too  often,  that  every  minute  in  the  school- 
room, every  lesson  in  arithmetic  and  science  and  language, 
properly  conceived  and  properly  taught,  can  help  to  shape  ideas 
and  ideals  around  and  beyond  the  subject  matter  itself. 
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Summer  Playground  Recreation  Program 

The  Summer  Playground  Recreation  Program,  inaugurated 
by  the  School  Department  four  years  ago,  was  continued  in 
1947  under  the  direction  of  John  J.  Bochynski,  teacher  of  phy- 
sical education  at  the  High  School.  The  program  was  designed 
to  provide  creative  group  recreational  experiences  during  the 
summer  months  for  all  children  and  youths. 

Since  participation  in  such  a  program  was  on  a  purely 
voluntary  basis,  the  program  developed  by  the  instructors  had 
to  be  elastic  enough  to  conform  with  variable  weather  condi- 
tions, and  to  provide  for  the  interests  of  groups  that  changed 
constantly  from  day  to  day  and  from  period  to  period  within 
the  day.  That  415  different  children  and  youths  were  reached 
through  this  project  in  one  way  or  another  during  the  summer 
is  an  indication  of  the  successful  handling  of  this  difficulty.  A 
constant  always  in  the  attendance  was  a  large  number  of  chil- 
dren of  pre-school  and  primary  age.  To  these  an  instructor 
was  always  assigned  to  develop  group  games,  craftwork 
adapted  to  the  age  and  experience  of  the  children,  story-telling 
and  the  like. 

For  the  older  children  a  variety  of  opportunities  for  in- 
formal group  play  and  sedentary  activities  was  always  provided. 
Tournaments  and  leagues  for  more  formally  organized  groups, 
developing  naturally  out  of  the  informal  play  groupings,  were 
projected  in  outdoor  basketball,  hard  ball  and  soft  ball  base- 
ball, quoit  throwing,  volley  ball,  badminton,  etc.  These,  of 
course,  required  formal  scheduling. 

Playground  all-star  teams  played  games  at  home  and  away 
with  similar  teams  from  playgrounds  in  nearby  communities. 
Weekly  features  of  the  program  were  the  supervised  bicycling 
trips  to  nearby  places  of  interest  and  the  nature  hikes  through 
the  adjacent  woodlands.  The  grand  finale  was  a  playground 
picnic  at  Ipswich  Beach. 
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A  very  real  contribution  to  the  success  of  the  recreation 
program  was  the  program  of  swimming  instruction  provided 
for  the  third  successive  year  by  the  local  chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  For  this  program  the  Red  Cross  engaged  three 
certified  water  safety  instructors  to  teach  beginners,  inter- 
mediate, and  advanced  swimming  classes  five  mornings  a  week 
at  Ipswich  Beach.  The  School  Department  contracted  with 
one  of  its  school  bus  operators  to  transport  children  from  the 
Playground  to  the  Beach  to  benefit  from  this  instruction.  One 
hundred  and  thirty-five  different  children  were  enrolled  in  these 
swimming  classes,  and  thus  not  only  profited  from  the  instruc- 
tion offered  but  also  had  the  opportunity  to  become  familiar 
with  and  to  learn  to  enjoy  the  beach,  our  community's  unique 
recreational  asset. 

In  attempting  to  carry  out  his  assignments,  the  playground 
director  informs  me,  he  has  received  the  most  generous  sup- 
port from  the  officials  of  the  Red  Cross  who  sponsor  the  swim- 
ming program;  from  the  Playground  Committee,  which  has  made 
freely  available  the  equipment  and  facilities  under  their  charge; 
from  the  manager  of  the  Ipswich  Beach;  from  Mr.  Hill,  the  bus 
operator;  and  from  the  adult  groups  who  use  the  playgrounds 
in  the  evening. 

Adequate  State-Aid  for  Education 

Education  for  all  in  this  country  is  no  longer  a  dream  merely 
of  far  seeing  citizens;  it  is  now  a  reality.  It  has  become  so  by 
public  demand  in  the  past  seventy  years.  The  process  has  been 
written  in  the  enrollment  figures  in  our  secondary  schools  alone, 
which  during  that  time  have  multiplied  ninety  times  while  the 
general  population  increased  but  three-fold. 

We  are  today  committed  to  a  policy  of  providing  equal 
opportunities  for  education  of  every  child  in  accordance  with 
his  abilities  and  his  achievements. 
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That  is  the  rightful  demand  of  the  public,  but  that  demand 
is  not  being  fulfilled.  Within  the  bounds  of  Massachusetts  we 
have  school  systems  spending  $85.00  a  year  per  pupil  for  edu- 
cation; and  school  systems  spending  $250.00.  There  are  chil- 
dren studying  in  well  lighted,  well  ventilated  rooms,  surrounded 
by  every  inducement  to  good  work;  others  study  with  inade- 
quate facilities  amid  the  hum  and  buzz  of  overcrowded  class- 
rooms. There  are  school  systems  with  excellent  physical  plants 
and  adequate  well  trained  staffs  of  teachers,  side  by  side  with 
school  systems  with  buildings  in  shambles  and  poorly  trained 
inadequate  staffs  of  teachers.  So  one  could  run  the  entire  gamut 
from  textbooks,  physical  equipment,  to  teaching  staffs  and  find 
glaring  inequalities  in  our  Massachusetts  schools. 

For  the  most  part  these  inequalities  reflect  not  the  value 
set  upon  education  by  the  citizens  of  our  Massachusetts  towns 
and  cities,  but  rather  the  inequalities  in  community  wealth.  So 
long  as  school  funds  are  raised  in  Massachusetts  almost  wholly 
from  real  estate  taxes  in  the  local  communities,  so  long  will 
these  inequalities  frustrate  our  aim  of  equal  educational  op- 
portunities for  all. 

If  we  are  to  maintain  the  schools  over  a  period  of  years 
even  at  their  present  efficiency,  certainly  if  we  are  to  meet  the 
obligations  of  the  future,  we  need  a  new  and  broader  tax 
base  from  which  to  derive  funds  for  education.  We  need  such 
adequate  financial  aid  on  a  state-wide  basis  as  is  commonplace 
in  most  other  states  of  the  union. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  education,  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  their  community  and  have  a  stake  in  its  real  estate  can 
do  no  greater  service  to  their  community,  and  incidentally  to 
themselves,  than  by  giving  active  support  to  the  proposal  pres- 
ently to  appear  before  the  Massachusetts  legislature  to  provide 
substantial  state-aid  for  education.

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SALARY  SCHEDULE  FOR  TEACHERS  IN  THE 
IPSWICH  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

(January  1,  1948) 

1.  Among  the  purposes  for  which  this  salary  schedule  is 
designed  are  the  following: 

(a)  To  attract  capable  teachers  to  service  in  this  town. 

(b)  To  give  stability  to  the  teaching  staff  by  making  it 
less  to  the  advantage  of  our  capable  teachers  to  accept 
positions  elsewhere. 

(c)  To  promote  continued  professional  growth  of  the 
teachers. 

(d)  To  attract  to  the  profession  young  people  of  out- 
standing ability. 

(e)  To  enable  the  teachers  to  maintain  adequate  living 
and  cultural  standards  and  to  accumulate  reasonable 
savings. 

(f )  To  enable  the  school  committee  better  to  predict  salary 
items  of  the  annual  budgets. 

2.  This  salary  schedule  shall  become  effective  September 
1,  1948. 

3.  No  teacher  now  in  service  is  to  receive  a  reduction  of 
salary  by  application  of  this  schedule. 

4.  Every  new  teacher  shall  have  a  bachelor's  degree  and 
substantial  preparation  in  the  field  in  which  he  is  to  teach. 

5.  The  following  will  be  the  schedule  of  minimum  and 
maximum  salaries  and  step-rate  increases  for  regular  classroom 
teachers:

During  the  periods  A,  B,  C,  and  D,  three  college  credits  of 
approved  study  must  be  successfully  completed  to  qualify  for 
the  next  series  of  increases. 

6.  Step-rate  increases  shall  become  effective  in  September 
of  each  year,  and  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  School  Committee 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  the 
time  of  the  awarding  of  annual  contracts  in  April. 
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7.  To  be  eligible  for  step-rate  increases,  a  teacher  is  to 
maintain  an  average  of  2.0  or  better  on  the  scale  (1)  excellent, 
(2)  good,  (3)  fair,  (4)  unsatisfactory,  in  ratings  by  superin- 
tendent and  principal,  using  the  following   10  criteria: 

1.  Personality  (making  for  good  classroom  spirit). 

2.  Pupil  control  and  general  management. 

3.  Teaching  techniques. 

4.  Co-operation  with  principal,  supervisors,  parents,  and 
pupils. 

5.  Preparation  of  lessons  and  plan  books. 

6.  Punctuality. 

7.  Professional  improvement. 

8.  Proper  use  of  supplies,  books,  and  equipment. 

9.  Accuracy  and  promptness  in  completing  reports. 
10.    Teacher  initiative. 

8.  A  teacher  may  receive  the  first  series  of  three  annual 
increments  for  satisfactory  service  as  determined  by  the  pre- 
ceding scale;  but  to  be  eligible  for  recommendation  for  the  next 
series  of  three  increments  (and  for  each  series  of  three  incre- 
ments thereafter)  the  teacher  must  complete  successfully  3 
college  credits  of  study  approved  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  during  the  previous  three  year  period. 

9.  When  a  teacher  has  attained  to  the  maximum  in  his 
classification,  he  may,  after  completing  successfully  3  college 
credits  of  study  approved  by  the  superintendent,  become  eligible 
for  increments  toward  the  super-maximum.  An  increment  of 
$10.00  may  be  recommended  toward  this  super-maximum  for 
each  semester  hour  of  college  study  during  the  calendar  year 
preceding  the  school  year  when  the  increment  may  be  in  effect. 
Not  more  than  4  semester  hours  of  credit  is  to  be  allowed  toward 
such  an  increment  in  any  one  year.  The  total  of  the  increments 
obtained  in  this  manner  shall  not  exceed  $300. 
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10.  Teachers  whose  qualifications  have  been  determined 
to  qualify  them  to  move  from  one  level  of  preparation  to  the 
next  higher  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  superintendent, 
be  placed  in  the  new  classification  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
election  of  teachers  in  April.  In  the  new  classification,  the 
teacher  will  receive  the  same  salary  as  in  the  old,  but  he  will 
be  eligible  to  receive  the  increments  provided  in  the  higher 
classification. 

11.  Application  of  new  schedule  to  teachers  already  in 
School  System: 

(a)  Teachers  in  the  Ipswich  public  schools  at  the  time  of 
the  acceptance  of  this  schedule  will  be  placed  upon 
the  schedule  on  the  basis  of  their  present  preparation 
and  salary. 

(b)  Regular  teachers  who,  at  the  time  of  the  acceptance 
of  this  schedule,  are  receiving  less  than  they  would 
receive  had  this  schedule  of  increments  been  operative 
may  be  advanced  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  annum,  until 
they  have  reached  the  maximum  to  which  their  prep- 
aration, their  experience  and  the  quality  of  their  in- 
service  study  entitles  them.  Teachers  will  not  be  ad- 
vanced on  the  schedule,  however,  unless  or  until  they 
have  taken  the  courses  they  would  have  been  required 
to  take  had  this  schedule  been  operative;  except  that 
for  purposes  of  interpreting  this  section  teachers  with 
15  or  more  years  of  experience  on  January  1,  1948, 
will  be  considered  to  have  fulfilled  the  requirements 
for  one  Period.  Courses  successfully  taken  for  credit 
prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  schedule  will  be  given 
the  valuation  placed  upon  them  by  the  institutions 
which  offered  the  courses  up  to  the  maximum  in  the 
teacher's  present  classification.  Courses  which  have 
not  been  evaluated  in  terms  of  semester  college  hours 
will  be  evaluated  roughly  on  the  basis  of  19  classroom 
hours  as  the  equivalent  of  one  college  credit. 
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(c)  Teachers  who  are  receiving  less  than  they  would  re- 
ceive had  this  schedule  been  operative  during  their 
term  of  teaching  may  be  advanced  on  this  schedule 
with  accelerated  increments  of  S200  per  annum  if 
during  the  three  year  period  immediately  preceding 
the  acceptance  of  this  schedule  they  have  taken  (or  if 
subsequent  to  the  acceptance  of  the  schedule  they  do 
take)  college  credits  sufficient  to  qualify  them  for 
advancement  from  one  Period  to  the  next  higher  on 
the  schedule. 


(d)  Accelerated  increments  may  be  given  up  to  the  maxi- 
mum in  the  next  higher  Period  or  up  to  the  maximum 
which  the  teacher  would  have  received  had  this  sched- 
ule been  operative,  whichever  is  the  lesser  amount. 

( e )  Teachers  who    ( subsequent  to   the   acceptance   of   this 

schedule)  complete  the  credits  necessary  for  the  ac- 
celerated increments  may  be  considered  eligible  for 
the  accelerated  increments  on  September  1  following 
the  successful  completion  of  such  necessary  credits. 

12.  Sick  Leave:  Each  teacher  in  the  Ipswich  public  schools 
shall  be  allowed  10  days'  absence  in  any  one  year  for  reasons 
of  personal  illness  only.  This  sickness  leave  shall  be  cumulative 
to  30  days.  Accumulation  shall  begin  with  tenure  of  office  but 
shall  be  retroactive  to  the  beginning  of  service. 

13.  Contracts  shall  be  issued  in  April  of  each  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. All  increments  granted  in  any  one  year  become  effec- 
tive September  1,  which  means  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year. 
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14.  Salaries  may  be  paid  in  twenty  or  twenty-four  equal 
payments  as  the  teacher  chooses,  but  any  change  in  the  pay- 
ment plan  will  be  made  only  on  January  1,  of  any  year. 

ELASTIC  CLAUSES 

1.  The  salary  schedule  shall  be  the  basis  on  which  all 
teachers  new  to  the  system  shall  be  employed.  The  School 
Committee  reserves  the  right,  however,  to  place  a  teacher  at 
any  initial  salary  which,  in  its  judgment,  is  advisable.  The 
teacher,  having  accepted  the  initial  salary,  will  proceed  on  the 
schedule  according  to  its  general  provisions. 

2.  The  School  Committee  may  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  superintendent  increase  the  basic  salary  of  any  teacher  to 
compensate  for  the  assumption  of  additional  responsibilities.
